If it resulted in an easy 
roller that went fair, he was retired 
at first base, without being in a po- 
sition to run. If the ball after hit- 
ting his bat went foul it was called 
a strike. Undeg the present rule the 
batter gets mofe of a chance. 

From now on there will be no more

HE career of David Bispham, the re 
nhowned operatic and concert baritone, 
Was strangely affected by experiences of 
&@ psychic sort. Messages of advice came 
to him from the outer areas of ether, 
wherein are supposed to hover spirits of 
those who have gone on from this ex 
istence, which caused him to make momentous de- 
Cisions. He was healed of serious ilJness, which for a 
time threatened to deprive him permanently of his 
voice, by a mysterious force applied through the con 
crete agency of a crystal globe. 

A more matter of fact and unemotional man than 
Bispham could not be found in @ day's journey. His 
antecedents were not of the variety which make prose- 
lytes to new cults. He was born in stolid old Phila- 
delphia, and his parents and ancestors were of the 
most orthodox type of Quakers, and his head, accord- 
ing to his own assertion, was “screwed on tightly” by 
these forbears. Withal there came to him experiences 
astonishing and incomprehensible, which he relates 
in his autobiography, entitled “A Quaker Singer's 
Recollections.” 

The first of the unusua! events came when he was 
a struggling student in foreign lands. One day in Flor- 
euce he was walking on the Lung’ Arno and carelessly 
running his walking stick along the top of a stone wall 
bordering the river, when the cane struck an obstacle, 
Blipped through his hand and the head struck violently 
against his larynx, that most important organ of a 
singer, which in common parlance is known as the 
Adam's apple. The bruise rendered him voiceless and 
for a time it seemed as though he would never sing 
another note 

Many physicians on the Continent and in England 
were visited, but none could effect a cure, and worry 
and apprehension brought intense menta! depression. 
In’this state he presented his case to a Dr. Tuckey in 
London and placed himself under the care of this 
practitioner for hypnotic treatment. For weeks Bisp- 
ham had suffered from sleeplessness, which nothing 
could remedy and which augmented bis illness.- One 
day Dr. Tuckey gave into his hand a crvstal bal) and 
gaid: “Hold this over your eyes yourself.’ We did so 
and his eyes closed in a refreshing sieep, from which 
he awoke virtually a well man, and soon thereafter 
his restoration to perfect heaith was complete: 

Through Dr. Tuckey and his friends, Bispham was 
invited to attend meetings of the Society for Psychical 
Research, held at Westminster Town Hall, where he 
heard papers read by Prof. F. W. Myers, Sidgwick, 
Crooks, Mr. Gurney, Sir Oliver Lodge and their asso- 
cfates in the movement, then in its initial stage.

Valderrama’s Indian 
had witnessed the fruit giving ceremony of the pre- 
vious day, and awaking hungry at duvbreak, had gone 
out and made a matutinal repast of the harvest god's 
mangoes.

Then later the Toledo 
blades of the Conquistadores drove the once victorious 
party to join them. And there, united in misfortune, 
they have remained to this day. Their civilization has 
decayed under the pressure of the wilderness. No 
more the great edifices of old Peru. The art of winging 
a flying bird with a poisoned arrow has taken the 
place of the marshalling of barbaric hosts. But the 
memory of their former grandeur persists among them, 
and constantly they play, keeping up the stage and 
riusic tradition of their ancestors, episodes of the his- 
tory of their fallen empire The Passi6n Play of these 
dramas is the ‘Death of Atahualpa.’ 

“On the grass-covered floor of a large clearing sev- 
eral thousand gandily, though scantily, dressed peo- 
ple are gathered to watch a theatrical performance. 
They wear gay-colored feathers in their hair, bold

tatoo designs on their coppery skins, and not 
much else. On a throne apart from the throng 
sits the last of the Incas, garbed in what splen- 
dor the southern wood affords. Before him 
a score of wailing women lie prostrate on their 
faces. Atahualpa keeps the noble bearing of 
an Indian in misfortune. 

’“Near by an orchestra of a dozen musicians 
discourses a mournful symphony on a variety 
of soft-voiced instruments, all of the flute 
species, and on drums that sound odd rhythms. 
The music is in full harmony; the péntatonic 
scale alternates with the complete minor. The 
duleet consecutive thirds, familiar in Italian 
music, are present, as are the consecutive 
émpty fourths of modern French atmospheric 
harmony. 

“For three months the successive acts of the 
tragedy are played daily. Atahualpa receives 
the homage of his chieftains. He holds court among his 
wives. He worships on the summit of the Temple of 
the Sun. The terrible white-faced strangers come. With 
unheard-of weapons they strike the Inca’s men. Ata- 
hualpa is captured. He is put in prison. He bids his 
wives farewell. And seores of other scenes are shown 
until the somber climax is reached. The captive Incas 
are garroted and a wild lamentation arises from the 
clustered spectators and sounds through the mazes 
of the southern wood and rises even to the cold sum- 
mits of the Andes. 

“They treated me kindly,”’ Valderrama tells, “though 
they are more shy of white men than hostile to them. 
| lived like an Indian, participating in the poisoned 
arrow mode of hunting, and in the harvesting of maize 
and the gathering of fruits. Then, after two years of 
sojourn among them, I bade the Incamen farewell 
and returned across the mountains to my own native 
Peruvian coast, where J] arranged the piano transcrip- 
tions of Inca music that 1 am presenting to New 
York.” 

But it is not merely Inca musie that Carlos \Vender- 
rama has brought from the other side of the Andes. 
He tells an ancient Inca dog story, ®hich is played 
by the Campa and Chuncha actors as an episode that 
occurred in the great times of the old Peruvian em- 
pire, ! 

“There was u lady named Cori-Huayta, or (:olden 
lower, appropriately, for she was beautiful,” he re- 
lates.

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“Over the surface of the great inland sea, deep and clear and abounding in marine life, the mighty winged bird must have ranged.”

KVERAL millions of years ago, approxinatel 

-0,000,000, to be relatively more exact, there 

Winged through the air over what is now the 

flat, fertile grain fields of Western Missouri 

and Kansas, an extraordinary creatfire re 

sembling a bat, but many, many times large: 

it had a wing spread of full 20 feet and mar- 

velous lifting powers and facilities for rapid flight, 

but possessed a body of incredibly small size, onl) 

about 10 to 12 inches in diameter. According to our 

ideas of form_and shape, this reptile was ugly and re- 

pulsive, in a greater degree even than the hideous 

Vampire bat. Still, according to certain scientists, the 

pteranodon, for such is the name of the reptile, was 
one orf our ancestors 

In those remote days the Western prairie states wer: 

covered by a great inland sea, extending from the 

Gulf of Mexico through to the northern borders of the 

Dakotas, and further. The water was clear and teemed 


with marine life of infinite variety. That was many 
thousands of years before the Rocky Mountains had 
emerged from the earth's mass and projected them- 


selves into the atmosphere. The world was compara- 
tively young and living creatures had only shortly 
before commenced to come forth from the water and 
muck to dwell on land and in the air. 

Denizens of the inland sea, which might be termed 
the Creataceous Ocean, because of the great chalk de 
posits it left behind, were among the most interesting 
of prehistoric ages There were strange, wingless 
birds, great divers with long sharp teeth, standing five 
feet in height; huge saurians, similar in build and 
seneral outline to au alligator, that attained the length 
of 395to 40 feet: monstrous sharks, giant turtles and 
numberless fish of stupendous dimensions. Hovering 
above all this turmoil of terrifying antediluvian life 
like an airplane over a field of carnayve. was the won 
derful flying reptile, pterodactyl. 

The beds of chalk which remained when the 
inland sea receded, tozether with other rock forma 
tions, form the volumes containing the only surviv- 
ing records of those interesting times. Today the sci- 
entist digs into the chalk and brings to light fossils and 
fragments from which he can reconstruct individual! 
members of the community of primitive animal life. 
These fossil fields in the Middle West are the most 
fruitful in the world of data bearing on early dwellers 
ou our planet. They bave yielded moré splendid speci 
mens for museums than any other single part of the 
globe, and their hidden secrets have only begun to be 
told. 

Among the recent fossil seekers in Kausas was Prof 
Handel T. Martin, curator of the Ge

ton of this great toothless flying reptile has been placed 
on exhibit in the American Museum of Natural I[listory 
in New York and is doubtless the finest specimen of the 
kind thus far discovered. While the skeleton is incom- 
plete, the missing parts, which science is familiar with 
through other discovered frazments, have been paint- 
ed in realistic colors on the background against which 
the specimen is mounted. ‘There is no other such 
skeleton in American museums, though the British 
Museum possesses one found by Prof. Martin several 
years ago. 

[In this strange flying reptile the lithle finger of man 
is first represented by the longest element of the great 
wing finger, while, singularly enough, all there is to 
show for the thumb and other fingers are rudimentary 
elements with claws attached for hanging from the 
ancient cliffs. The longest single bone of the. wing, 
several specimens of which are ip the Kansuseeniver 
sity museum, measured 24 inches, exactly the langtb 
of the slender, scissor-like toothless under jaw, while 
the total leugth of the whole skull measures about ov 
inches. 

One of the most surprising features noted in lookiug 
over the skeleton of this highly specialized flying rep- 
tile is the remarkable development of the heud and 
wings, as contrasted with the rest of the body. While 
the wings had a stretch of approximately 20 feet, it 
is doubtful if the body, from the shoulder to the root 
of the tail, measured more than 16 inches, with a 
diameter of perbaps 10 inches. This insignificant body 


would not have weighed more than 15 to 20 pounds.

A careful investigation of the mechanical arrange- 
ments of the pteranodon in the light of modern aero- 
nautical knowledge would yield- most interesting re- 
sults, and in turn, it seems altogether probable that 
such a resear:'h would throw some light on the more 
practical problems of aeronautics, for this pterodactyl, 
so far as it can be judged, approached much nearer 
to the airplane in structure and principles of flight 
than ans birds. So it may bappen that one 
of the old-st obtainable bits of knowledge may apply 
aptly to the newest science, and furnish the clew 
which will stabilize aerial navigation. Such a devel-
